CULTURE  OF  GLADIOLI 

Planting 

Gladioli  may  be  planted  at  any  time  during  the  Spring  when  the  ground  is  in  good  condition.  A me- 
dium rich  soil  which  should  be  light  and  loamy,  that  will  grow  potatoes  or  root  crops,  is  very  satisfactory 
for  these  bulbs.  Large  bulbs  one  inch  in  diameter  and  up  should  be  planted  about  five  inches  in  depth  in 
rows  leaving  two  or  three  inches  between  each  bulb.  To  save  ground  they  may  be  planted  three  abreast, 
making  the  row  about  ten  inches  wide.  At  least  eighteen  inches  of  clear  ground  should  be  left  between 
rows  for  cultivation.  Smaller  bulbs,  one-half  to  three-quarters  inch  in  diameter  should  be  planted  about 
three  inches  in  depth  with  one  or  two  inches  between  each  bulb.  These  may  be  planted  three  or  four 
abreast  in  the  row.  The  small  bulblets  that  grow  on  the  mother  bulb  should  be  planted  about  two  inches 
in  depth,  and  sown  in  thick  like  garden  peas,  about  one  quart  of  bulblets  to  100  feet.  Small  bulblets  may 
be  soaked  in  warm  water  twenty-four  hours  before  planting.  Bulblets  from  high-priced  bulbs  may  be 
peeled,  by  taking  small  tweezers  and  removing  part  or  all  of  the  outer  shell,  being  careful  not  to  injure 
the  kernel  inside.  These  methods  insure  a greater  germination.  As  the  roots  of  these  bulbs  grow  down 
to  quite  a depth,  the  soil  should  be  well  plowed  or  spaded,  so  as  to  insure  a good  soft  bed  below,  as  well 
as  above  the  bulbs. 

Fertilization 

Any  well  rotted  barn  manure,  bone  meal,  poultry  dressing,  or  good  commercial  fertilizer  will  give  good 
results. 

Cultivation 

Cultivation  should  be  begun  immediately  after  planting,  before  the  bulb  shoots  appear,  by  taking  a 
common  twelve  tooth  iron  rake  and  raking  directly  on  top  of  the  row,  not  too  deep  so  as  to  pull  out  the 
bulbs.  This  keeps  the  ground  well  broken,  not  allowing  a heavy  crust  to  form,  or  allowing  weed  seeds  to 
start,  and  making  a lot  of  hard  work  before  the  bulbs  come  up.  Gladioli  are  heavy  feeders,  and  a medium 
quantity  of  well  rotted  manure  or  good  fertilizer  may  be  worked  into  the  soil  between  the  plants  just 
before  a good  rain,  during  the  summer  months.  These  methods  with  a good  cultivation  between  the  rows  at 
least  once  a week  will  give  you  the  best  of  results.  Do  not  forget  to  cultivate,  as  this  saves  you  hours  of 
hand  weeding,  and  retains  moisture. 

Cutting  Blooms 

In  cutting  the  blooms,  the  stalk  should  be  cut  high  enough,  as  to  leave  at  least  four  leaves  on  the  plant, 
so  as  to  mature  the  bulb.  This  allows  foliage  enough  for  the  plant  to  breathe  and  live  on.  The  flower 
spike  may  be  cut  when  one  bloom  has  opened.  It  m^y  be  shipped  in  this  manner  or  placed  in-doors  in 
fresh  cold  water  and  the  rest  of  the  buds  on  the  spike  will  open  readily.  If  the  flower  spike  is  left  on  the 
plant  and  allowed  to  bloom  out  in  full,  it  should  be  cut  as  soon  as  it  shows  sign  of  going  to  seed.  If  seed 
pods  are  allowed  to  form,  the  size  and  increase  of  the  bulb  will  be  lessened. 

Digging 

In  the  fall  when  the  foliage  has  ripened  off,  either  naturally  or  has  been  killed  by  the  frost,  the  bulbs 
should  be  dug  and  the  tops  cut  off  close,  not  leaving  over  three-eights  of  an  inch  of  stalk  on  the  bulb. 
Before  digging,  loosen  the  ground  on  each  side  of  the  row  by  spading  down  under  the  bulbs  with  a com- 
mon spading  fork.  The  bulbs  may  then  be  pulled  out  very  easily.  Place  bulbs  in  screens  or  boxes  where 
the  sun  and  air  will  be  allowed  to  get  to  them,  and  the  soil  that  is  left  can  be  easily  screened  out. 

Storing 

After  the  bulbs  are  dug  and  screened  they  should  be  stored  in  flats  or  boxes  and  kept  where  there  is 
plenty  of  air  in  an  open  shed,  or  drying  house,  or  on  the  fields  in  the  open  air  and  sunshine  for  a few  days. 
This  curing  stops  sweating  and  mildewing,  which  would  be  the  result  if  the  bulbs  were  placed  in  a close, 
damp  cellar  while  they  were  still  too  green.  When  the  bulbs  are  thoroughly  dry,  they  may  be  stored  in 
a good  potato  cellar,  or  other  storage  free  from  frost,  insuring  as  good  a ventilation  as  possible.  The  old 
roots  and  bulblets  may  be  separated  from  the  bulbs  at  leisure.
